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Students win 
rent break

University of Alberta students will 
get a break at rent time as the pro- 
posed rent increases for student 
residences for 1992-93 have been cut 
almost in half. 

Proposed rent increases will be 
lowered after the Board of Governors 
requested that the average for 1992- 
93 be 2.98 per cent instead of 4.25. 

The proposal to increase rents, 
which was first raised at the Board’s 
March meeting, was put on the back 
burnerafter student leaders claimed 
students had not been given enough 
time to react to the plan. As a result, 
the Board requested that Housing 
and Food Services institute the cuts. 

The proposed increase will range 
from the low of 1.49 per cent at 
Michener Park, down from 3.53, to 
four per cent at Lister and Pembina, 
which is unchanged from the origi- 
nal plan. 

e Residences in HUB will rise 3.1 
per cent instead of 5.08. 

e Faculté Saint-Jean’s will see its 
rent increases fall from four per cent 
to two, with the price of a small 
apartment climbing $37 instead of 
$74. 

e Garneau apartments will rise 
1.6 per cent instead of 3.57. Area 
houses will cost two per cent more, 
instead of the proposed five percent, 
making this the biggest cut. 

Jody Robbins, Students’ Union 
housing and transportation com- 
missioner, said the cuts are largely 
due to the the lobbying efforts of 


students, who addressed the Board 
Finance Committee on March 20. 
At that meeting, representatives 
from Michener Park, Lister, and 
Faculté Saint-Jean were present. 

“I think it’s great that they are 
cutting the increase. It’s about time 
the Administration has shown in- 
terest in listening to students, and 
that’s what they’ve done,” said 
Robbins. 

Robbins expressed concern that 
the changes will not affect all stu- 
dent residences. 

“It’s unfair that [the increases] 
are not all going down, but every 
little bit helps. The lobbying efforts 
made by residence associations is 
finally paying off.” 

Dana Corbett, Michener Park 
Community Association president 
said the move to limit rent increases 
is positive. 

“We're happy that our presenta- 
tion [to the Board] accomplished 


something, but it didn’t accomplish | 


a rent freeze. We're still concerned 
about that.” 

Graduate Students’ Association 
president Steve Karp, who indi- 
rectly represents many of those 
living in Michener Park, said that 
whilea decrease is warranted, more 
could be done to improve the 
“quality of life” at many University 
residences.

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Physics whiz Hawking 
to visit campus

Stephen Hawking, considered by 
many to be one of the greatest theo- 
retical physicists in the world, will 
soon be visiting the University. He 
will give a talk on “The Future Of 
The Universe” at the Jubilee Audi- 
torium on May 19 at 7:30 pm. 

Hawking, who was born exactly 
300 years (to the day) after Galileo’s 
death, has revolutionized physics 
and the way the beginning of the 
universe is viewed. He recently 
wrote the best-selling book A Brief 
History Of Time. His first major re- 
search topic was the mathematical 
proofofthebeginning of time. Since 
then he has continued the search 
for the elusive Grand Unification 
Theory that evaded even Einstein. 

During his first year of graduate 
school, he was diagnosed as having 
amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (also 
known as Lou Gehrig’s disease). 
He has not walked in over twenty 
years. But the disease never hin- 
dered his mind or imagination. 
- One of Hawking’s most contro- 


versial theories is that the entire 
universe began from a singularity, 
an infinitely dense point with an 
infinitesimal size that is the core of 
a black hole. He later stated that 
these mini-black holes must emit a 
form of radiation (which has now 
been dubbed Hawking radiation). 

Werner Israel; a U of A physics 
professor, first met Hawking in the 
mid-1960’s. They both spent a year 
at Caltech in 1974, and later col- 
laborated ona bookon general rela- 
tivity. 

“He is incredible, interms of both 
ability and courage. Hehastheabil- 
ity to visualize things in four-di- 
mensions, and solve complex equa- 
tionsin his mind. Thisabilityis akin 
to Mozart carrying an entire sym- 
phony in his head before ever tak- 
ing down a note.” 

Starting April 15, the U of A 
physics department will be selling 
1500 tickets at $10 each for 
Hawking’s talk. They will be sold 
on the main floor of the physics 
building starting at 10 am.

Ex-GSA boss seeking NDP spot 


Ross tries his hand at federal politics

Ken Ross is making the big move 


from student politics to federal © 


politics. 

Ross, former president of the 
Graduate Students’ Association, is 
seeking the New Democratic Party's 
nomination for Edmonton South- 
east. 

Ross will be contesting the 
nomination on May 27. He said the 
move to federal politics is a logical 
step. 

“Federal politics] has just been 
something that I’ve been moving 
slowly. towards for many years... 
It’s something I have a very keen 
interest in.” 

Politics at the grassroots level is 
important, said Ross, but party 


to act. 

“In student politics you itch to 
get in there where you can get in- 
fluence... Good MPs can and often 
do make a difference, it’s just not 
highly visible.” ; 

Ross said he chose Edmonton 
Southeast, whichis currently David 
Kilgour’s riding, because he lives 
there and has done work for the 
party there. He said that although 
Kilgour has represented the riding 
for a number of years, he believes 
the NDP can win it. 

“That seat should belong to the 
NDP,” he said. 

Kilgour recently jumped from the 
Progressive Conservatives to the 
Liberals because he refused to toe 
the party line on the GST. Ross said 
the move could work for or against 


him. 

“I honestly don’t know what the 
voters will do to David Kilgour for 
jumping ship. Some will condemn 
him, some will applaud him.” 

Ross said he has an interest in 
issues affecting universities, but he 
will be lobbying for the larger eco- 
nomic changes, if he gets the 
nomination and is elected. 

“Getting in will give me an op- 
portunity to be an advocate of post- 
secondary education but it won't 
be my only issue,” he said. “More 
important is the whole economic 
question.” 

Canada’s taxation policy is a ma- 
jor problem, said Ross. 

“With 20 per cent of the popula-

making rent increases.” 

Karp said the increases in rent 
students have faced in the last few 
years have “made no sense.” He 
said thatincreasesin Michener Park, 
for example, have been tied to va- 
cancy rate. As rents increase, he 
said, vacancy will also increase, 
prompting further rent increases. 

“The vacancy rate is due to poor 
living conditions and rent in- 
creases,” said Karp. 

Karp said the vacancy rate may 
also be affected if the LRT route is 
completed southward. 

The board will meet on Friday to 
vote on the proposal.

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Wilson Nepoose calls 
on campus for Support

Wilson Nepoose and his family 
are petitioning at the University of 
Alberta for a public inquiry into 
what they feel is a miscarriage of 
justice. 

Nepoose was convicted ofsecond 
degree murder in 1986 and spent 
over five years in prison fora crime 
he has always insisted he did not 
commit. Now that the Crown has 
decided not to proceed with aretrial, 
and Nepoose has been freed, the 
Nepooses want some answers — 
answers to why Wilson Nepoose 
was convicted of acrime he did not 
commit. 

Randy A. Nepoose said the peti- 
tion will call on both federal and 
provincial governmentsto comeup 

_ with some answers. 

“Why the Crown Prosecutor 
didn’t thoroughly investigate the 
case before going to trial, why the 
cops lied, why the judicial system 
picks on Natives.... We wanttomake 
the point that this should not have 
happened in the first place, the 
RCMP, the cops should not have 
done what they’ve done to my 
uncle.” 

The petition will be presented to 
Premier Don Getty although Pro- 
vincial Attorney General Ken

Linda Woodbridge likes tolaugh. 

She was the first woman to chair 
the University of Alberta’s English 
department, she was instrumental 
in founding the University and 
Community Daycare, and she has 
carved out quite a reputation as an 
advocate of feminist issues on 
campus. But despite the myth of the 
humourless feminist, she likes to 
laugh. 

Woodbridge will be receiving an 
award fromthe Academic Women’s 
Association this month for her 
contribution to the betterment of 
women’s lives on campus. 

In the 22 years that Woodbridge 
has been at the U of A, she has tried 
to improve the atmosphere for 
women studying and working here. 
One of her projects has been to work 
on the recruitment of women. 

“The emphasis that I’ve put is 
that we ought to make women feel 
welcomeand that weoughtto make 
sure that there area lot of womenin

of men in the pool.” 

A number of women were hired 
when Woodbridge was chair of the 
English department. She was sub- 
sequently attacked for hiring can- 
didates because they were women. 

“People said that it was affirma- 
tive action hiring, which it wasn’t. 
They were hired on merit—they 
were absolutely outstanding can- 
didates.” 

Woodbridge said female profes- 
sors can make female students feel 
more comfortable in the classroom. 
She said a former student reminded 
her a few years ago of the positive 
effects of female professors. 

“She said, “You don’t know what 
a difference it made to my life to see 
that you were a working woman 
with two small children and that 
you were able to do it and not come 
unglued.’” 

Woodbridge taught the first 
woman-centred English literature 
course at the U of A, for which she 
has also received some hostility. 

“[Opponents] also get upset 


about putting woman writers. on 
reading lists because they think 
they’re just there because they’re 
women and they’re not any good.” 

The controversy over employ- 
ment equity may hurt the 
University’s chances of recruiting 
good women, said Woodbridge. 

“T think that people are trying 
really hard to be fair. One of the 
obstacles I see is that there has been 
a climate developing that makes 
people feel that there’s a lot of 
hostility to women here.” 

Part of improving the University 
community for women is improv- 
ing daycare, said Woodbridge. 

“It's my impression that we’ve 
got more older students... I think 
the University is getting a lot more 
open to parents, but I think a lot 
more needs to be done. And that of 
course affects both sexes.” 

Woodbridge has been a full pro- 
fessor since 1970. She is the first 
recipient of the AWA achievement 
award.

Contrary to what was reported 
in the March 24 story "Some for- 
eign GAs get 1% of GSA raise," 
the negotiated settlement which 
grants one per cent of the gradu- 
ate students' raise to offset the 
foreign student differential fee 
includes foreign students who are 
employed as graduate teaching 
_or research assistants and are paid 


out of operating funds. 

In addition the scholarship 
fund for students who pay the 
full differential will be funded 
by two sources. It will receive 
$110 000 from the one per cent 
from the GA's salaries, and $23 
000 from funds diverted froman 
insurance premium. After the 
first year of the programme, the 
University will continue to fund 
it.

Ms. Petruskevich had the 
courage and conviction to report 
an incidence of plagiarism. Too bad 
so few people do.

The Love of the Nightingale

There’s nothing so bittersweet as the smell 
of walking by someone on the street who’s 
just fired up a cigarette. I don’t smoke, but 
the occasional double nasal assault of sulfur 
and nicotine that whips through your head, 
violating you with someone else’s scent, is 
an exhilarating adrenal rush; and then the 
next breath of fresh outdoorair seems almost 
obscenely pure in contrast—some nefarious 
secret indulgence that you don’t take for 
granted. 

Perhaps this is the way Trish Williams’ 
character Niobe would interpret the events 
that occur in this play. Perhaps she would 
take the rape and mutilation of Philomeleas 
a violation that is unacceptable but 
unstoppable, so resistance would be futile. 

Of the cast of sixteen (twelve of which are 
BFA graduating students), I was given two 
to interview—Trish Williams, who plays 


Niobe and the Queen, and Jonathon Purdon, . 


who plays Tereus. The Love of the Nightingale 
is a story of abuse, betrayal, love, and dis- 
honesty. It was written by Timberlake 
Wertenbaker (Our Country’s Good), and 
premiered three years ago by the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in London, England. 
The plot, as broken down, is explained by 
Trish Williams. “It’s the story of two sisters 


who are princesses in the Athenian court. 
During a war, Tereus comes along from a 
country in the north, he’s an ally, and helps 
win the war. As a gift, he gets the oldest 
daughter, Procne. They go away, back up 
north.” Later, Procne gets lonely and sends 
Tereus to fetch her sister, Philomele, but 
when he picks her up he falls in love and 
stalls getting back. “He doesn’t want to get 
back to Thrace, back to his wife, because he 
wants to spend more time with this young 
gal,” she says. He confesses his love to her, 
and when she refuses it, he rapes her. 
Williams’ character Niobe is the nurse 
and nanny to the sisters Procne and 
Philomele. “Sheis the woman whois always 
saying, ‘Philomele, shutyourmouth 
justgoalongwithit itwillbelesspainful,’ be- 
cause, I think, that she’s been through it so 
many times—subjugated and raped—that 


she just feels it’s easier to be quiet and not get © 


hurt.” 
What's it like for Purdon to play such a 


morally reprehensible character? “It’s excit- 


ing, for me,” he says, “to try to understand 
how someone who's really different from me 
works, how they think, and what motivates 
that behavior, and how I go through -all 
those thinking processes and justify every 
single one of them. It’s more difficult, I think, 
and that is sort of exciting.” 

During the five-play season of the BFA 
Studio Theatre, the cast gets an occasional 
break from Resident Director Carl Hare, to 
learn to take direction from a different style. 
MacInnis is a U of A grad, who teaches, acts 
and directs all over Canada. On his certain

Gustave Flaubert’s classic French novel of 
frustration, escape and self-destruction has 
become required reading in literary circles 
for over a century. Claude Charbrol’s film 
adaptation has been a career-long dream, 
which has finally come to light as a visually 
rich experience. 

The story traces the life of Emma (Isabelle 
Huppert), who escapes farm life by marry- 
ing country doctor Charles Bovary (Jean- 
Francois Balmer). Soon, the thrill of status 
wears thin, and Emma lapses into boredom 
and illness. Moving to a larger town, the 


couple attempts to start anew, but Emma’s 
depression leads her toinfatuations with the 
young Leon (Lucas Belvaux), a young law 
clerk, and Rodolphe (Christophe Malavoy),

tices, social conventions, and dress flaw- 
lessly. This can be attributed to the highly 
descriptive manner of the original novel, 
which Charbol has taken great pains to 
translate faithfully from print to screen. 

While this is a noble exercise, the price lies 
in the value of the film itself. All the dialogue 
and narrative for the film has been taken 
directly from the Flaubert novel, crippling 
the opportunity to give the film any edge. 
The performances are uniformly excellent, 
with Huppert’s portrayal of the ill-fated 
Emma highly notable, but it is difficult to 
feel for any of the characters on screen. 
Charbol has crafted an academically-correct 
work, but the art suffers. 

Technically, the editing seems jumpy as 
scenes collide into each other on occasion, 
but this in a minor grievance. The cinema- 


tography is colourful and moody, as several 
scenes manage to reflect Emma’s predica- 
ment. When Emma receives a letter from 
Rudolpheconcerning thetermination of their 
affair, Emma runs up the claustrophobic 
confines of her house to the attic, where she 
flings open a door and reveals an expansive 
view of the countryside. This is the freedom 
she longs for, but to be able to obtain it, she 
would bein for a dangerous fall from which 
she probably would not survive. This and 
several other moments demonstrate 
Charbol’s eye for poetic symbolism and his 
commitment to subtlety. 

Madame Bovary, as a character, risks ev- 
erything to get what she wants, but fails to 
do so as a film. It would serve well as a 
substitute to reading the novel, and will 
probably please sceptics of film adaptations.

Relying on basic arrangements, The Bel- 
Vistas have been able to give their composi- 
tions a heartfelt sound, especially with the 
title track and “Mercy.” Their influences 
colour the entire album, as it ranges from 
Bob Dylan to Steve Earle, resulting in an 
appealing genre-crossing mixture of 
stompers and ballads. The Bel-Vistas have 
not made a masterpiece here, but they dem- 
onstratea no-nonsense approach that would 
definitely translate well to the live stage, 
which is where much of this material seems
